runs short much earlier in the season. 
It is but a few days since the river 
was bank-full, and even overflowing, 
so that the delnged bottoms were 
plainly 
visible 
from 
the bights 


around the city; and now, although 
afortnight has scarcely passed, comes 
the apprehended scarcity of water. 
The reason is obvious. Year by year 
the mountains 
which ' supply its 


headwaters »'-e str'pp 'd of ih -ir trees 
This, of course, exposes the snow 
more and more, year by year, to the 
direct rays of the sun. The snows 
are, consequently, more rapidly melt- 
ed, and the water, instead of being 
allowed to sink into the earth, to 
find its outlet through the springs 
and natural passages to the river, 
thuskcepingthesupply good through 
out the year, is all precipitated in a 
mass to the valleys below, to make a 
rapid run into the river, flood the 
country, become absorbed and evapo- 
rated, and lost to this section of the 
country for mechanical purposes. for Se]f.protectj011. 
Again, what does fond its way into 
the soil of the mountains is more 
speedily evaporated by the direct 
rays of the sun upon the earth, the 
winds come and lick the ground dry, 
and then the moisture is all blown 
by them to other parts. 
There are 


other causes operating in this and 
other sections, wliich doubtless, af- 
fect the fall of moisture, both in the 
shape of snow and rain, here and 
elsewhere. 
All 
of these things, 


when taken into account, only tend 
to confirm the fact that the supply of I 
water in the river hereabouts must 
be much shorter in its duration, 
from year to year, if not confined to 
a smaller quantity as a whole.—En- 
terprise.
